London, October 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—After seven days, 
the railroad strike situation tonight 
became the gravest in the history 
of any labor crisis of the British 
empire in the present generation, 
All efforts of the transport workers’ 
federation to find a bridge to en- 
able a-»renewal of negotiations 
between the government and the 
National Union of Railwaymen 
failed. 

Fhe government's Proposal for a 
Seven days’ truce for the rail men 
to return to work and permit re- 
Sumption of negotiations on the 
| coupled with the 
offer by the government to resort 
to arbitration in the event of fail- 
ure to reach an agreement, has been 
_rejected by the railwaymen’s union 
and the whole possibility of media- 
tion for the moment seems to have 
completely collapsed. 

An appeal has been made by the 
government for a citizen army to 
protect peaceable citizens and to 
aid in the work of maintaining the 
supply of food. 

The executive body of the Nation- 
al Union of Railwaymen has 
disbanded for the purpose of engag- 
ing in “campaign meetings through- 
out the country. 

A congress embracing al] the 
trade unions of the United King- 
dom has been called to convene 
Tuesday for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the situation. 


‘Statement by Lleyd-Georze. 

The following statement was is- 

‘sued at the premier’s office in 
Downing street this evening: 
“A series of meetings with the 
prime minister and Mr. Bonar Law, 
which commenced Wednesday last 
at the instance of a deputation of 
trades unionists, headed by Mr. 
Gosling (president of the Transport 
Workers’ union), came to an end 
this afternoon.

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RING OF BELGIANS 
CALLS OFF TOUR 


Because of Illness of the 
President — Albert Will 
Only Visit Boston and 
Buffalo in the East. 


New York, October 3.—Because of 
the illness of President Wilson, King 
Albert, of Belgium, has decided to 
cancel all his engagements in tcon- 


‘nection with his tour of the United 
States after those in Boston and Buf- 
'falo up to October 14. 


From Buffalo the royal visitor 
will go to some point in California 
and will remain there until he is 
scheduled to visit San Francisco on 
October 14. His schedule after that 
date stands tentatively. 

Statement for the King. 

The announcement of the change 
in the plans was made at 7 o'clock 
tonight by Breckinridge Long, third 
assistant secretary of state, who 
has charge of the Belgians’ tour of 
the country. 

“Because of the president’s con- 
dition,” said the statement by Mr. 
Long, “his majesty has seen fit to 
cancel all of the €ngagements plan- 
ned for him up to at least the 
244th, when he would have. been, 
and still expects, to be in San Fran- 
cisco. Ihe only exceptions relate 
to Boston and Buffalo, where he is 
due Sunday and Monday respective- 
ly. The proximity of these engage- 
ments is such that his majesty feels 
he can keep them, provided the con- 
dition of the president does not get 
worse, rather than disappoint the 
people of these communities, From 
Buffalo his majesty will proceed 
directly and immediately to a place 
in California, which will be. an- 
nounced later. 

“His majesty has expressed his 
earnest desire to proceed to Wash- 
ington to pay a. visit of courtesy and 
respect to rresident Wilson and has 
said he would have so proceeded 
even if he could have remained only 
five minutes if he had not been ad- 
vised by the president’s physician 
that he would not permit him to see 
Mr. Wilson, 

“His majesty has decided that, 
owing to the condition of health of 
the president, he does not cafe to 
ZO to a place of amusement and con- 
sequently has cancelled his engage- 
ments to go to the Hippodrome to- 
night.” 

Depressed by Wilson’s Iliness. 


King Albert has been depressed 
because of President Wilson's ill- 
ness ever since he received the news 
by wireless on board the George 
Washington while on his way to the 
United States. Almost his first 
words upon landing were of deep 
regret at’ Mr. Wilson’s condition ana 
a heartfelt hope for his early re- 
covery. 

While the condition of the presi- 
dent’s health is the impelling mo- 
tive for the change in the itinerary 
of the royal party, it is probable 
some modification would have been 
made in the schedule under é any 
circumstances. After two days of re- 
ceptions and sight-seeing in New 
York, which might be expected to 
be an example of what would fol- 
low throughout the trip to the Pa- 
cific coast and back, it was felt by 
the king, it was said, that the strain 
would be too great for Queen Eliza- 
beth. The 19-day trip, as it had 
been planned, allowed no overnight 
stops along the way. All the mem- 
bers of the royal party were frank- 
ly tired tonight. Even the staff of- 
ficers who have accompanied them 
did not deny it and the youthful 
duke of Brabant smiled happily 
when their hotel was reached, after 
an eventful day with only a couple 
of hours off for rest. 


Made Citizens of New York. 


The program of the afternoon wrs 
a novelty evening for a monarch. 
lie was made a citizen of New York 
at the city hall soon after noon and 
three hours later was in the sheep 
meadow of Central park reviewing 
25,000 school children. who had 
gathered there to welcame him. It 
was an entirely successful party for 
everyone concerned. The king and 
his consort seemed to enjoy it as 
much as the children. 

After the review their majesties 
presided at the planting of a beech 
tree. Albert threw in several 
spadesfull of earth and seemed to 
enjoy it. smiling even though the 
perspiration was running down his 
face. Her majesty emntied the 
shovel twice, but once was-enough 
for the somewhat embarrassed 
prince. 

The ceremonies at the park over, 
the party enjoyed a motor ride the 
length of River Side.

Poison Is Taken 
By YoungWoman 
To Avoid Arrest 


With Detectives Near 
Room, Mrs. Nellie Mc- 
Lain Commits Suicide at 
Wilson Hotel. 


In a last attempt to avoid ar- 
rest at the hands of detectives who 
had come to her room at the Wilson 
hotel to place her under arrest, Mrs. 
Nellie McLain, a pretty 24-year-ola 
girl, swallowed the contents of a 
bottle filled with lysol about 7 
o'clock Friday night, and died a 
few minutes later at Grady hos- 
pital, where she was rushed for 
treatment. 

Acc: ting to the story told by 
Lieutenant of Detectives Bob Wag- 
goner, who was in charge of the 
detective squad placing the young 
woman under arrest, they had en- 
tered the room and told Mrs. Mce- 
Lain she was under arrest. The 
detectives then’retired to the hall- 
way while the girl dressed for her 
trip to the station house. 

They had been out of the room 
only a short time when the, young 
woman called, “Well, here goes, 
good-bye,” after saying this 
swallowed the liquid, despite the 
instant efforts of Lieutenant Wagz- 
goner and the other detectives tq 
prevent the self-destruction. 

She was rushed to Grady hospital, 
where heroic efforts were made to 
save her life, but these were fruit- 


less, and, without recovering con- 
sciousness, the girl died. 

The McLain girl had been in At- 
lanta for several months and is said 
to have ma@- previous attempts to 
end her life. According to the po- 
lice. she had made one effort while 
a prisoner in the station house, and 
this was the third time she @4ad 
tried to. commit suicide within a 
few months. 

The body’ was sent to Harry G. 
Poole’s chapel and will be held there 
pending a search for relatives of th2 
dead girl.

Washington, October 3.—Amicable 
settlement of the dispute over tha 
railroad unions’ representation in 
the industrial conference called by 
President Wilson appeared possible 
tonight.

tration had offered until the pro- 
posal was acted upon finally. 

Coenciliatery Factor. 

Appointment of B. M. Jewell, act- 
ing president of the railway em- 
ployee department of the federa 
tion, as one of the representatives of 
the public in the conference, was 
expected to be a conciliatory fac- 
tor in the dispute.

FEAR FOR SAFFTY 
OF GEN. JADWIN 


American Officer, Repre- 
senting the U. S. Peace 
Delegation, Is Reported 
Missing in Ukrainia. 


Washington, October 3.—Official 
' information bearing on the reportcd 
disappearance in Ukrainia of Brig- 
adier General Edgar Jadwin, pepre- 
sentative of the American peace del- 
egation, had not been received to- 
night in Washington. Major Gen- 
eral Churchill, chief of military In- 
telligence, today cabled the Ameri- 
can military attache at Warsaw, Po- 
land, to thoroughly investigate the 
report. 

Anxiety is felt here over the 
safety of General Jadwin in view 
of the press dispatches quoting 
peasants in the region of Fastoff 
as sayings that two allied officers 
were: captured and shot by bolshe- 
vists. The same dispatches said 
General Jadwin and Lieutenant H. 
A. Bowe, of the British military 
control office, were known to have 
been in this section. 

Before the war general Jadwin 
served in the office of the chief of 
engineers and while stationed in 
Pittsburg he organized one of the 
first engineer regiments’ sent to 
France. He was promoted to a 
birgadier general in the national 
army while serving in France. 


In Plaster Cast 
Fox Tells Jury 


How HeW as Hazed 


V. P. I. Student Says He 
Was Brutally ‘Beaten 
With Bed Slat — Four 
Students on Trial for 
Hazing. , 


Christiansburg, Va., October 3.—~ 
John Fox, of Roanoke, wearing a 
plaster cast, made necessary by in- 
juries he received in an alleged 
hazing at Virginia Polytechnic in- 
stitute last May, was called to the 
witness stand today in criminal 
proceedings growing out of the af- 
fair. Fox, a freshman, received 
spinal injuries from which physi- 
cians declared at the opening of the 
trial yesterday, he would never re- 
cover. 

Four Virginia youths, all mem- 
bers of prominent families, are 
charged with assaulting Fox. They 
are Benjamin Siegel, Newport 
News; George W. Bott, Jr., Albert 
W. Copeland and Robert L. Ware, of 
Richmond, eccgusnoeneeys at the insti- 
tute. 

Witnesses — testified that a 
rule existed last s@ason among stu- 
dents at the school that freshmen 
should be hazed twice a year. “Fox 
was in the worst condition I’ve ever 
seen following a hazing,” George 
Parrish, member of the student 
body executive committee, declared, 

Fox declared Seigel struck him 
over the small of the back with a 
bed slat, and that Ware, who was 
present, exclaimed, “You are hitting 
the rat so hard, he cannot stand 


Fox testified that Seigel again 
used the slat with both hands, and 
that the fofce of the blows almost 
sent him to the floor. At the same 
time, he said, Seigel asserted, “You 
will get no mercy from me.” Ware 
he testified, struck him with a pad- 
dle, but the blow was slight and 
did not hurt. 

Fox told of repeated hazing he 
received at the hands of Seigel and 
declared that cadets at the institu- 
tion had been known to be hazed 
with paddles and hair brushes, and 
in some cases with bayonets.

Armed with books which Foster 
has written during his career in 
labor. ciza@les, pwhich advocated rev- 
Olutionary socialism‘and sabotage, 
and with copies of the I. W. W. eor- 
gan, “Solidarity,” containing arti- 
cles contributed by him from Eu- 
rope, where he went in 1911 as a 
representative of that organization, 
Foster was pressed into a lengthy 
explanation of the doctrines and 
views he advocated in 1914 and ear- 
lier years. 

Foster attempted to parry the 
questions at the outset, refusing to 
answer unless newspaper reporters 
were excluded from the room, on the 
ground that “lying, prejudiced new, 
papers have misconst®ued and mis- 
represented my personal opinions 
with the whole idea of injuring the 
cause of 300.000 steel workers.” He 
was finally crowded into a declara- 
tion when Senator McKellar, of Ten- 
nessee, reading many quotations 
from his works, demanded that he 
say whether or not he still adhered 
to his beliefs. 

“Those are not my views now,” he 
said, in a subdued tone, after lis- 
tening to his own words repeated, 
declaring ‘“‘the state to be a med- 
dling, capitalistic institution,” and 
advocating vidlence in strikes, and 
calm acceptance of bloodshed as 
necessary to the forwarding of the 
revolutionary cause. 

Fester Attacks Newspapers. 

When Senator McKellar fot ask- 
ed his question, Foster laughed. The 
senator then read from a _ book, 
which Foster agreed he had writ- 
ten, declaring social revolution nec- 
essary in the United States to secure 
workers’ rights. 

“l’ve repudiated that pamphlet,” 
said Foster, “but I don’t want my 
views bundied about by alot of 
prejudiced, lying newspapers to the 
damage of the strikers.”

To Picture Waste. 


The waste of farm and kitchen is 
one of the subjects treated in a pic- 
ture story by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture in its big 
exhibit at the Southeastern fair, 
and its lesson may be taught and 
applied by thousands of people. 

The waste of fruit and potatoes 
by careless handling runs into the 
millions of dollars and, if absolutely 
stopped, would, no doubt, aprecia- 
bly affect the present prices of liv- 
ing. The average farmer handles 
his sweet potatoes—and Irish pota- 
toes, for that matter—like the coal 
handler does fuel. The grocery 
clerk picks up the apples and drops 
them, so they get another bruising 
and accelerates the rotting. The 
Irish potato is one of America’s 
most important foods, and the ex- 
hibit begins by showing how the 
potato is injured by a fork in dig- 
cing, and how rot develops in the 
injury; how such potatoes, packed 
with others or with those diseased, 
result in immense quantities arriv- 
ing at the market in a condition un- 
fit for food. Potatoes are wasted 
by.careless handling, grading and 
packing, and this exhibit points out 
that such scenes as those showing 
cars of potatoes being thrown away 
at large market centers are all too 
common. 

Would Standardize Hampers. 

Another set of pictures shows how 
many different kinds of hampers, 


round basket and market baskets 
are now in use for handling fruits 
and vegetables, and how this num- 
ber can be cut down by standard- 
izing on a few sizes which cover all 
the needs of the shipper and dealer. 

Other pictures illustrate the value 
of the parcel post in the marketing 
of butter. syrup, and showsa basket 
of vegetables sent to the city on 
1}Saturday in time for the Sunday

Germany Contiscated 
American Properties, 
According to Palmer 


Kansas City, Mo., October 3.— 
How Germany confiscated American 
properties in Rumania by compen- 
sating the private owners in “worth- 
less stage money” was revealed by 
Attorney General Palmer in an ad- 
dress here today before the Mis- 
souri Bar Association. Extracts 
from the official orders of General 
von Mackensen, commander of the 
German forces in Rumania, carry- 
ing out the scheme by which prac- 
tically all mineral and other prop- 
“rties, in Rumania, owned or con- 
trolled by the countries at war with 
Germany were  confiscated,, were 
read by the attorney general. These, 
he saiid, constituted “very striking 
evidence that Germany has not told 
the truth with respect to the treat- 
ment of American property.” 

Because it was believed conscrip- 
tion would lead to wholesale con- 
the 
rerman government, Mr. Palmer 
said, decided to “purchase” what} 
it desired to take from Rumania and 
for that purpose authorized the is- 
suance of notes by a German bank 
in that country which were estab- 
lished as legal tender by military 
order, with a heavy penalty provided 
for non-acceptance. These notes as! 
placed in circulation in exchange | 


“secured” by the deposit of Ger- 
man marks at the reichsbank in Ber- 
lin. But the deposits, the attorney 
general said, never left Berlin, anda 
the scheme contemplated that Ru- 
mania should be forced to assume 
the new currency and thus release 
the deposits to the German  pur- 
chasers who made them. 

‘Tt was in this worthless stage 
monev,” Mr. Palmer said, “that the 
consideration for American proper;s | 
ties was pavable, and as a conse- 
quence of this scheme Germany -ob- 
tained such properties for nothing.”

MRS. FANNIE C. DIXON 
TO REST IN WEST POINT 


The funeral of Mrs. Fannie C. 
Dixon, one of the most widely known 
and beloved women of this state, 


who died Thursday morning at the 
residence of her daughter, Mrs, A. J. 
Kiser, $9 Washita avenue, was held 
Friday noon from Mrs. Kiser’s home. 
The services were conducted by Dr. 
W. E. Glenn and Dr. T. R. Kendall. 
The body was sent to West Point. 
Ga., for interment. 

Mrs. Dixon was born at West Point 
seventy-seven years ago, and was 
a descendant of two old and well- 
known Georgia families. She was 
the widow of the late Rev. Robert 
Dixon, well-known Methodist min- 
ister.

| New Freer Art Gallery at Washington 


One of the most generous ana 
complete gifts ever made to the 
government is that of the late Mr. 
Charles lL. Freer, of Detroit, 
presented to the United States, to 


be administered by the Smithsonian 
Institution, his extremely unique 
and valuable art collection of over 
5,000 ‘tems, and $1,000,000 in cash 
for the erection of a suitable buila- 
ing to house the collection. The 
original gift was made in 1906, but 
the building was not begun until 
1916, It is now practically com- 
pleted and is expected to be ready 
in a few months for the installation 
of the collections. 


Mr. Freer's collection was brought 
together with a definite purpose, 
and contains besides American 


paintings and sveulpture, Oriental 
paintings, pottery, bronzes, jades 
and textiles. In making this gift 
to the nation, Mr. Freer prefaced 
this offer as follows: 


“The several collections include 
specimens of very widely separated 
periods of artistic development, be- 


ginning before the birth of Christ, 
and ending today. No attempt 
has been made to secure specimens 
from unsympathetic sources, my 
collecting having been confined to 
American and Asiatic schools. My 
great desire has been to unite mod- 
ern work with masterpieces of cer- 
tain periods of 
harmonious in spiritual and physi- 
cal suggestion, having the power 
to broaden esthetic cugture and the 
grace to elevate the human mind.” 

The building is tocated on the 
Mall in Washington, near the Smith- 
sonian building. The style of ar- 
chitecture is eminently suitable for 
an art gallery, and makes a spilen- 
did addition to Washington’s aggre- 
gation of public buildtegs, »which

Declaring that the Atlanta Gas 
Light company has exhibited “super- 
cilious disregard” of the payment of 

a bill of $5,581.16 sent the company 
on August 15 by the board of health 
for steam alleged to have been ob- 
tained by the company’s gas plant 
from the city crematory boilers dur- 
ing a period of more than two years, 
Mayor Key asked Friday afternoon 
that suit be brought against the 
company to collect the bill. 

The mayor stated that the com- 
pany has shown disregard and con- 
tempt for the city’s demand, not 
even replying to it, and asked the 
board to request council on Monday 
to put the matter in the hands of 
the city attorney. 
to do so. 

Discovery of the existence of a 
steam pipe between the gas plant 
and the crematory was made in the 
early summer by the board of health 
while conducting a public investiga- 
tion of charges of Dr. Linton Smith, 
2 member of the board, that the 


city dumping grounds were being 
made the depository for decaying 
vegetable matter and dead animals; 
and also that the crematory pliant 
would not produce steam sufficient 
to become available for commercial 
purposes. 

When the presence of the pipe 
was brought out through the state- 
ment of a witness, Mayor Key, a 
member of the special investigating 
committee of the board, exhibited 
keen interest and sought by much 
questioning to bring out more _in- 
iormation concerning the  pipe— 
when it was installed, who was re- 
sponsible for it, for what purpose 
the steam was being used, and how 
much was being obtained. Beyond 
the fact that the pipe existed he 
Marnet with little success.

“United States employers all tell 
me that, according to American 
standards, the average British 
worker is living under sweated con- 
ditions. Out of sweat conditions 
comes servility. Servility must be 
avoided in this nation at all costs. 
It is not the men are going back; 
it is the country that is going back. 

“The wheels of production 
rolling slowly. Another week and 
thle lack of coal will further lessen 
the diminished agftivity. iI tell you 
this with a heavy heart. 

“Those cabinet influences which 
made not for peace but against it— 
those who barred the way when I 
was striving to find means for fur- 
ther negotiations to avert the ca- 
lamity—-these must bear the respon- 
sibility.” 

Instructions to the miners’ organ- 
ization as to their attitude toward 
the strike ‘were issued by Robert 
Smillie, their leader, today. All the 
miners’ federations were advised 
against precipitate action in the 
present juncture, but the miners 
were ordered not to undertake the 
duties of striking railroad men. 


Men's Wages Withheld. 


Responsibility for withholding the 
men’s wages is assumed by the gov- 
ernment fn a statement issued from 
Downing street. It reads as follows: 

“The members of the national 
union of railway men broke their 
contracts and stopped work without 
notice, in complete disregard of the 
effect their action would have on 
the persons and property of ordt- 
nary citizens in their charge. They 
inflicted damage on innumerable 
people, left food upon which the 
public depended for subsistence to 
go to waste, put vast numbers to 
wreat expense by leaving them 
stranded without conveyances, and 
inflicted great losses upon many by 
preventing them from reaching des- 
tinations. The damages to which 
they are liable in law are vastly 
greater than the amount now being 
withheld. 

“If any early resumption of work 
occurs different considerations may 
arise. In the meantime, the country 
is still subject to unexampled, in- 
jury by the railway men’s action 
and, in these circumstances, 
government would not be justified 
over to the strikers a 
which would be used for pro- 
longing a struggle 
without some consideration 
welfare of the public and which is 
endangering the whole life of the 
nation.” 

What Strike Lenders Say. 

Newspapers which strongly sup- 
rort the government claim the lat- 
ter is winning and urge no sur- 
render. The same ciaim is made by 
strike leaders. J. H. Thomas, lead- 
er of the railway men, has sent a 
The Herald, labor or- 
gan, which reads as follows: 

“Railway men showed the world 
they could fight the Germans and 
are now showing they can fight 
for freedom here.” 

S. T. Cramp, president of the na- 
tional union of railway men, also 
sent a message to The Herald, say- 
ing: 

“All is going grandlyg and news 
from all centers indicates our strong 
position.” — 

An executive of one of the Scot- 
tish miners’ associations said yes- 
terday:

four hours. 

Thre negroes are reported to 
have been killed today in addition 
to two killed by soldiers near Elaine 
last night. Another negro is re- 
ported to have been wounded by 
machine gunfire. Rounding up of 
negroes by federal troops sent into 


| the sector continues. 


Investigation of the disorders was 
begun today by a “committee of 
seven,” appointed by the civil au- 
thorities of the county, with the 
approval of Governor Charles 
Brough. The committee is working 
in co-operation with the military 
authorities, and will take testimony 
from negroes as well as white per- 
sons. 

A statement issued late today over 
the signatures of officials and prom- 
inent citizens, expressed the opin- 
ion normal conditions would be re- 
sumed after today. 

Negro Lender Not Captured. 

Among the negroes arrested at 
Elaine today was one identified as 
Ed Hicks, alleged to have been a 
leader in the movement to rise 
against the white residents. The 
alleged head of the disaffected ne- 


groes has not been captured, ac- 
cording to word reaching here, but 
his description has been sent broad- 
cast, his name being given as “Hill’’ 
or “Hall.” ‘His home is said to .be 
at Winchester, Drew county, to the 
southwest of the scene fo the racial 
troubles in this county. 

Henry Sloan, negro, was arrested 
at West Helena, 4 miles from here, 
last night, on a charge of making 
incendiary speeches in the negro 
section of that town, it became 
known here tonight. West Helena 
is a lumber manufacturing center, 
and has a population of about 4,000, 
the negro section being densely pop- 
ulated by workers in the mills and 
factories nearby. This is the only 
incident of the kind reported from 
there, white citizens asserting the 
negroes of that town have conduct- 
ed themselves commendably during 
the last three days. 

Evidence accumulates that the 
racial troubles of the last few days 
were due to a carefully planned up- 
rising on the part of a certain class 
of negroes which was revealed pre- 
maturely by the killing of Specia) 
Deputy W. <A. Adkins and the 
wounding of Deputy Sheriff Charles 
Pratt from ambush at Hoop Spur 
Tuesday night. 

Many Rifles Found. 


A large number of high-power 
rifles, shotguns and pistols in pos- 
session of negroes have been con- 
fiscated and 27 similar rifles withea 
large quantity of ammunition tin 
cases were s@ized in the building 
occupied by the four Johnson broth- 
ers who were killed yesterday. The 
high power rifles and ammunition 
for them were purchased outside 
Helena, it develops, and shipped to 
the negroes’ leaders by freight and 
express. Hardware merchants of 
Helena some weeks ago informed 
citizens they had sold more guns 
and ammunition fo negroes during 
the preceding month than in any 
December, which is the month when 
the demand for such goods ‘usually 
is heaviest because of the duck and 
goose hunting along the river.

The suspicions of the negroes ap- 
parently proved their undoing, for 
it is believed now they fired on the 
party of deputies at Hoop Spur on 
the assumption their plotting had 
been discovered and was being in- 
vestigated. It has been shown that 
a number of secret meetings had 
been held in the negro church there 
and elsewhere in the disaffected 
district. ‘ 


Negroes Surrounded. 


A message sent by the railroad 
station agent at Elaine late today 
Stated that a report received there 
indicated that a number of negroes 
had been surrounded near the village 
of Modoc, east of Elaine, and a de- 
tachment of soldiers had started tor 
the scene to place them under ar- 
rest. He reported&S considerable 
shooting in the canebrakes about 
Elaine, where soldiers were engaged 
in a search for possible hiding places 
of the negroes. 

A report reached Helena by tele- 
phone tonight that 25 negroes” had 
passed the plantdtion near which 
O. R. Lilly, Helena city councilman, 
and the four Johnson brothers, ne- 
groes, one of whom was the white 
man’s- slayer, were killed yesterday. 
The negroes, it was said, were go- 
ing in the direction of the _ river 
and measures were taken to pre- 
vent their escape into Mississippi. 

26 Negroes Probably Killed. 

Elaine, Ark., October 3.—With the 
arrest today of Ed Hicks, said to 
have been a ring leader of the or- 
ganization believed by officials to 
have’been largely responsible for 
the recent race disturbance in Phil- 
lips county, civil and military off:- 
cials tonight expressed the opinion 
that at least one of the sources of 
the rioting of the past two days had 
been definitely eliminated. 

Hicks is said to have admitted he 
had been president of the “Progres- 
sive Farmers’ and Household Union 
of America,” the title of an organi- 
gation under which the negoes had 
banded themselves. Other negroes 
taken today made _ similar. state- 
ments, although literature seized by 
military authorities showed the sig- 
nature of ‘T. lL. Duker, Winchester, 
Ark,” as its head. Other prisoners 
rae credited with having declared 
that Ed Baker, another negro under 
arrest, was secretary of the organi- 
zation, and military authorities de- 
clared they had _,.other leaders in 
Frank and Will Hicks and Frank 
Moore. These officials stated they 
had been advised that a man known 
as Frank L. Will,. of Winchester, 
was an organier for the union. 

The number of negroes Known to 
have been killed remained officially 
tonight at fourteen, although state- 
ments made by prisoners today that 
eighteen of their number had been 
killed previous to last night, would 
bring the total to twenty-six, ac- 
counting for possible duplications. 
Seven are reported wounded. Fig- 
ures tonight on the white casualties 
showed a total of five dead and six 
wounded, the latter including a sol- 
@ier wounded today and removedsto 
a Helena hospital.

BOLSHEVIK TERMS 
FOR MAKING PEACE 


They Remain the. Same 
as When Bullitt Mission 
Visited Petrograd — No 
Wish to Impose Com- 
mission. 


Paris, October 3.—George Tchitch- 


erin, Russian bolshevik foreign min- 
ister, in a message sent broadcast 
by wireless and received here yes- 
terday, says: 

“Our intentions regarding peace 
remaim the same as when the Bul- 
litt mission arrived. We are ready 
to make peace at any moment, pro- 
vided military operations are 
stopped immediately and the block- 
ade is lifted. We have not imposed, 
and do not wish to impose, commun- 
ism on anybody.” 


William C. Bullitt, a member a. 
the American peace delegation, in 
testimony given recently before the 
senate foreign relations committee, 
said he had been sent to Russia in 
February of this year to learn the 
terms upon which the soviet gov- 
ernment would agree to stop fight- 
ing and make peace, 

The Lenine peace proposals, Mr. 
Bullitt testified, included among oth- 
er things, an armistice for two 
weeks, subject to extension, raising 
of the economic blockade, immedi- 
ate withdrawal from Russian terri- 
tory of all allied troops, no further 
miltary aid to be given to anti- 
soviet governments and recognition 
of responsibility for Russia’s foreign 
debts. 


SPIES OF GERMANY 
IN THE U.S. ARMY 
BEFORE THE WAR 


Washington, October 3.—Ger- 
many’s spy system extended into the 
United States army before the war, 
Maior General William H. Black, 
chief of engineers, told the house 
military committee tdoay in op- 


posing enlistment of aliens. He 
cited the case of a German who en- 
listed in the engineer corps a num- 
ber of years ago, and subsequently 
returned to Germany. 
Representative James, republican, 
Michigan, called attention to reports 
that the army recruiting service in 


New York was seeking to enlist 
Germans, 

“How can we take the Germans 
into our army, since we are tech- 
nically at war now with Germany?” 
asked Mr. James. 

“I don’t understand how we can,” 
answered General Black. 


ORGANIZATION URGED 
| TO AID FOREIGN TRADE 


St. Louis, October 3.—Formation 
of an organization of bankers, bus- 
iness men and manutacturers of the 
United States for the creation and 
extension of foreign credits to in- 
crease foreign trade and thereby 
reduce the cost of living, was rec- 
ommended in a report presented at 
the concluding session of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ association here. Such 
an organization, the report says, 
would result in the maximum of 
production in this country, “in or- 
der not only that our own people 
be Kept well and profitably em- 
ployed, but that they be not sub- 
jected to the payment of excessive 
prices for their own needs.” 

Disapproval of the continuance 
or extension of federal farm loans 
exempt from taxation, was express- 
ed in a resolution adopted by the 
savings bank section. The system, 
the resolution states, frees from 
their unjust proportion of the bur- 
den of the war debt those most able 
to pay it. 


$300,000 CANNING PLANT 
ON OLD WHEELER SITE 


Macon, Ga., October 3.—(Special) 
The formation of a $300,000 corpor- 
ation to operate a canning plant on 
the site of old Camp ,Wheeler was 
announced here tonight. It will be 
known as the R. F. Willingham 
corporation, and will have a capital 
of $300,000. R. F. Willingham will 
be president, and J. A. Steyer, at 
present gweneral manager of the Ma- 
con, Dublin and Savannah railroad, 
will resign that position to become 
vice president and general manager 
of the new corporation. 

T. E. Fugate is to be secretary 
and treasurer. and Charles M., Grier, 
cashier. The companv proposes to 
establish a villazge of 600 people 
before the first of the year. The ca- 
pacity of the plant will be 20,000 
cans a day. All sorts of vegetables 
and fruits are to be canned. 


WORLD-WIDE ARMY 
OF ARMENIANS ASKED 


Washington, Ocrober 3.—Consid- 
A. H. Torcom, of the Armenian army, 
outlined before the senate foreign 
relations subcommittee today. a 
plan for the organization of an 
army of Armenians over the world, 
which, he said, would make it un- 
necessary for other nations to send 
troops to Armenia to protect his 
country from the Turks and Tartars. 

He proposed that one division of 
Armenians be organized in the 
United States, a brigade in Canada, 
three reigments in Europe, recruited 
chiefly in the Balkans, Egypt and 
Syria, and three regiments in the 
Caucasus of the west, a total of 
83,594 officers and men. 

With this force, the general said, 
all Armenian territory could be oc- 
cupied and guarded.

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U.S. AT CROSSROADS, 
DECLARES JOHNSON 


Los Angeles, October 3.—Address- 
ing an audience of several hundred 
persons here today at a luncheon 
given by the Los Angeles League 
for Preservation of American Inde- 
pendence, United States Senator Hi- 
ram W. Johnson attacked the peace 
treaty and the league of nations 


covenant and declared that the 
United States now stands at the 
crossroads of its destiny. 

The people must decide, he said, 
whether the United States shall en- 
ter into a partnership with “malo- 
dorous European and Asiatic diplo- 
macy, or pursue the straight path 
of pure Americanism.” 

Senator Johnson was given a 
demonstrative reception. He spoke 
in the ball room of a hotel, where, 
two weeks ago, President Wilson 
defended the treaty and urged its 
early” ratification. 

At the senator’s table were gath- 
ered many of his friends who were 
active workers in the early days of 
the progressive party, which swept 
Hiram W. Johnson into office as 
governor of California. 

“We saw the high principles of 
President Wilson discarded,” said 
Senator Johnson. “We saw altru- 
ism gone and idealism buried and 
Wwe saw open covenants openly ar- 
rived at accomplished behind barred 
doors. We looked to see the re- 
moval of economic barriers; we 
looked to see national armanents 
reduced, but we never heard the 
semblance of any accomplishment. 
We saw arbitrary power have its 
will in the adjustment of world af- 
fairs and we saw a defensive and 
offensive alliance brought about in- 
stead of a desired understanding for 
world peace,” 

Senator Johnson spoke tonight to 
an audience of approximately 7,000 
persons. His address, which was an 
enlargement of his afternoon theme, 
was interrupted frequently by ap- 
plause and cheering.

Macon, Ga., October 3.— (Special)
